for the Payment of Said Bonds 
Consolidating Voting Precincts anc 
Consolidating Bald Election With 
the Oeneral Municipal Election to 
Be Held on Said Date, Designating 
the Polling Places and Appointing 
Election Officers for Said Election.

WHEREAS, The Board of Trustees
>f the City of Torrance, at a regular

meeting held on the 26th day of Feb-
uary, 1924, by a vote of more than
wo-tblrds of its members, duly

Med and adopted a resolution de-
irmlnlng:
That the public interest and necei- 

ity of the City of Torranoe demand 
tie acquisition, construction and com 
letlon by said City of Torranoe of a 

aertnln municipal improvement, to- 
wit:

A municipal building consisting of 
office* and rooms for use of various 
departments of the City of Tor­ 
rance.
WHEREAS, Said resolution was 

uly approved by the executive of 
said city, to-wlt: the President of the 
Board of Trustees thereof, on the 
25th day of February, 1924, and duly 
attested and certified to by the City 
Clerk of said City on said day.

NOW, THEREFORE, The Board of 
Trustee* oi the City of Torranco do 
ordain as follows:

Section 1
THAT the proposition of Incurring 

a bonded debt for the purpose set 
forth In Resolution No. 197, adopted 
by the Board of Trustees of the City 
of Torrance on February 26, 1924, be 
submitted to the qualified voters of 
said olty and that an election be held 
for that purpose, and that an election 
shall be and the same hereby la called 
to hu hi-ld In tin. fly of Torranoe, 
California, on Monday, the 14th day j 
of April, 1921, tor the purpose of sub­ 
mitting to the qualified electors of 
suld t-ity the piopUNiliou of incurring 
Indebtedness and Issuing bonds of 
said city for the purpose set forth In

is the sum of Ono Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($100,000.00); that the said 
estimated cost of said municipal im­ 
provement is and will be too great 
to be paid out of the ordinary annual 
income and revenue of the said City
of Torrance

THAT the amount of the principal 
of the indebtedness to be incurred 
therefor Is the sum of $100,000.00; that 
the maximum rate of Interest to be 
paid on said Indebtedness shall be six 
per centum (6%) per annum, payable 
semi-annually, which rate shall not 
be exceeded In the Issuance of said 
bonds; that if the proposition for the 
Incurring of said Indebtedness for 
such purpose so submitted at the 

election receives the requisite 
number of votes, to-wlt: two-thirds 
(2-3) of the votes of the qualified 
electors voting at said election, bonds 
of said city in the sum of One Hun­ 
dred Thousand Dollars ($100,000.00) 
shall be Issued and sold for the pur­ 
pose of acquiring', constructing and 
completing such municipal Improve­ 
ment; that the principal and interest 
of said bonds shall be payable In. 
lawful money of the United States. 

THAT for the purpose of paying 
the principal and*- Interest of said 
Bonds, the Board of Trustees of the 
said city shall at the time of fixing 
the general tax levy, and In the man­ 
ner for said general tax levy provided, 
evy and collect annually each year 
until 'said bonds are paid, or until 
there shall be a sum in the treasury 
of said city, set apart for that pur­ 
pose to meet all sums coming due for 
irlnclpal and Interest on said bonds, 

a tax sufficient to pay the annual In­ 
terest on said bonds, and also such 
part of the principal thereof as shall 
>ecome due before the time for fixing 
he next general tax levy; provided, 

however, that If the maturity for the 
ndebtedness to be created by the 

aforesaid Issue of bonds be made to 
begin more than one year after the 
date of the issuance of said bonds, 
hen the tax for the purpose of pay- 
ng the principal and interest on the

debtedness as it falls duer and also 
to constitute a sinking fund for the 
payment of the principal thereof on 
or before maturity.
